It snpplied 
at once a vacuum which uo one could ever have expected to see filled. Indeed, we 
conld only find a parallel to the value of its contents by imagining the discovery here 
in England of a volume written in Henry VIPs time furnishing the words and mm>ic 
of 458 contemporary popular Ballads. Such a trouvaille is more than we may reason¬ 
ably hope for; but in the meanwhile we can admire and enjoy the boon bestowed upon 
Spain and the world in Mr. Barbieri*s noble work.
